WASHINGTON, March 19— 
President Eisenhower's tax re- 
vision bill went to the Senate 
today with its provision for spe- 
cial treatment of income from 
stock dividends intact and with- 
out a Democratic - sponsored 
amendment which would have 
cut income takes for all tax- 
payers. 

In a significant show of sup- 
port for the personal leadership 
of the President, the House yes- 
terday voted 210 to 204 against 
including in the tax program a 
provision for increasing personal 
exemptions for income tax pur- 


ses and then went on to pass 
the Administration's ‘ omnibus 
proposal by a vote of 339 to 80. 

(White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said President 
Eisenhower was “highly grati- 
fied” by the House action. “He 
believes that this bill and -the 
rest of the tax program is ur- 
gently needed for the program

SENATE GROUP APPROVES 
HOUSE EXCISE TAX CUTS 
AND ADDS $50,000,000 


WASHINGTON, March 19.

HE Senate Finance Com- 
mittee today approved a 
House-passed excise tax 

bill after adding about $50,- 

000,000 to the $912,000,000 in 

cuts already in the measure. 

The biggest new revenue 
reduction adopted by the 
committee was in a provision 
wiping out the tax entirely 
on all movie tickets under 60 
cents. The House cut the tax 
on all entertainment admis- 
sions from 20 to 10 per cent 
but refused to eliminate the 
levy on the _ lower-priced 
tickets. : 

The committee’s action was 
a setback for the Eisenhower 
Administration which had 
urged the Senators to knock 
out nearly all of the $912,- 
000,000 in cuts voted by the 
House. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey appeared before 
the Senate committee Wednes- 
day to oppose the House re- 
ductions. ‘He said “we need 
the money to pay our bills.”

BRITAIN TAKES UP 
PASSPORT OF RED 
CORRESPONDENT 


LONDON, March 19 (UP)— 
Britain has seized the passport 
of Alan Winnington, Korean war 
correspondent for the Commu- 
gs London Daily Worker, the 

oreign Office said today. 

Winnington’s passport was 
picked up in Peiping, China, 
when he applied to the British 
consul there for a renewal, a 
Foreign Office spokesman said. 

The Communist newsman and 
propagandist was offered in 
place of the expired passport a 
travel document, valid: only for 
a return journey to Britain. 

“Perhaps if he doesn’t want 
to come home his Chinese 
friends can help him out with 
documents,” the spokesman said. 
“I understand he wanted to go 
to Geneva for the conference in 
Far, Eastern problems.”

Action Permits Land 
Clearance Group to 
Acquire Tract for Pri- 


vate Housing Project 
and Park. 


The Board of Aldermen 
passed two bills today that clear 
the way for the Land Clearance 
for Redevelopment Authority to 
proceed with the acquisition and 
development of the Plaza dis- 
trict for a privately financed 
housing project and park. 

Before a start on acquisition 
is made, however, a friendly suit

will be filed to test the right 
of the city to participate in ur- 


ban redevelopment projects. It 
is expected the suit can be filed 
within a week or two. ’ 

One of the bills authorizes the 
city to enter into a co-operative 
agreement with the Land Clear- 
ance Authority whereby the 
city will provide a local grant 
in aid of $10,000 and will pur- 
chase from the authority at cost 
the three blocks for a park. 
This area lies between Fifteenth 
and Eighteenth streets on the 
north side of Market street and 
will constitute the city’s share 
of the “write-down” cost of the 
housing site. 

The $10,000 grant in aid was 
appropriated in a bill passed 
last week. 

City’s Obligations. 
The city would also agree to 


erate it as a city park for a min- 
imum of 25 years. It would also 
agree to vacate and reconstruct 
streets and alleys in the housing 
site area to conform with project 


plans and to oe street 
lights and other utilities. 

The city would also donate & 
small | of city-owned ‘prop- 
evs the site to the Authority 
as the basis of (fie test suit. It 
is a 15-foot lot on the south side 
of Pine street about 51 feet east 
of Sixteenth street and would 
permit a legal test of the city’s 
right to donate city property to 
an urban redevelopment project. 
The second of today’s bills ac- 
tually passes title to the lot. 

In return for this; the Land 
Clearance Authority would agree 
to proceed forthwith with the 
job of acquiring the land and 
clearing it for résale. to the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. of 
St. Louis at its “use” value. The 
Government will defray two 
thirds of the write-down and the 
city the remainder. 

Beer Ordinance Amended. 

The Board of Aidermen also 
approved an amendment to the 
3.2 beer ordinance to make it 
legal to sell beer at Busch Sta- 
dium, restaurants, hotels and 
other public places, even when 
the interiors of such places are 
not visible from the street. 

This amendment was to cor- 
rect an apparent oversight in 
the 3.2 beer ordinance. It has 
been legal to sell 5 per cent 
beer and hard liquor in hotels 
and restaurants, and visibility 
from the street was not re- 
quired. 

Adoption of the amendment 
to the ordinance followed the 
recent discovery by the city 
counselor’s office that Busch 
Stadium and The Arena had 
been selling 3.2 beer despite the 
requirement about visibility from 
the street. For a brief period 
a window was installed on the 
Spring avenue side of Busch 
Stadium, for technical compli- 
ance with the city ordinance, but 
later the window was closed. 

Also adopted was an ‘ordi- 
nance authorizing the Board of 
Public Service to advertise for 
bids and let contracts for oper- 
ation of horse and pony: liveries 
in public parks.

The Allies presently are work- 
ing out a formula to give assur- 
ances they will not approve 
such amendments permitting the 
rearming of this former enemy 
cotintry unless France and the 
other countries which still have 
not done so ratify the EDC. 

Belgium completed ratifica- 
tion of the EDC last week and 
The Netherlands did so in Jan- 
uary. France, Italy and Luxem- } 
bourg still have taken no action. 

France’s main stumbling bloc 
to ratification is the powerful 
opposition on the left and right 
spurred by inherent French fear 
of the rebirth of German mill- 
tarism. 

The Bonn government pushed 
through the constitutional 
changes to spike opposition So- 
cialist maneuvers to sabotage 
the EDC.

—The United States proposed to 
Russia today a “concrete plan 
to further the peaceful develop- 
ment and use of atomic energy.”

Twining Says U.S. Can Handle 
Little and Big Wars Together

AUTO. ACCIDENTS 


Asserts Air and Atomic Power Make Na- 
tion Capable of Dealing With 
Wide Aggression. 


LOS ANGELES, March 19 
(AP)-——-Gen. Nathan Twining de- 
clared last night that the United 
States now has enough air and 
atomic power to deal with little 
wars and any major threat 
simultaneously. 

The Air Force chief of staff 
said also that this nation’s allies 
have been assured and its ene- 
mies warned that “in the future 
we may not limit the applica- 
tion of air power in response to 
aggression as in the past.” 

Twining said in a speech be- 
fore the Los Angeles World Af- 
fairs Council that the much ad- 
vertised military “new look” was 
simply planning ahead for two 
or three years. He said there 
had been new looks at air power 
in the past and that there will 
be others in the future. 

“Crisis in Planes” Past. - 

Twining said that United 
States military leaders had re- 
viewed American strategy at this 
time. because “the crisis in 
planes” is past and the military 
forces can now concentrate on 
improved performance rather 
than on the problem of numbers. 

The air chief said that an- 
other factor in the new stra- 
tegic look was that this coun- 
try “may be less wiljing to tie 
down large numbers of Amer- 
ican ground troops in local ac- 
tions against masses of Commu- 
nist manpower.” 

Referring to the limitations 
placed on the use of United 
States air power in the war in 
Korea, Twining stated that this 
country could have “fought and 
won an air war against Red 
China.” He explained that such 
action was not taken because a 
victory against China would 
have taken a price in airplanes ,, 


and weakened American air 
striking power relative to the 
air strength of Soviet Russia. 
Emphasizing the increased 
rate of delivery of new and 
modern airplanes, Twining said 
that the first production line 
B-52 all-jet heavy bomber rolled 
out of the Boeing plant at Se- 
attle today and that this huge 
bomb earrier will reach a mass 
production basis this year. 

Greater Reliance on Air Power. 
Twining said that it was for 
such reasons that current stra- 
tegy has placed greater reli- 


-ance on air power in any emer- 


gency. 

Twining has described the 
B-52 as ‘“‘the thing that’s going 
to keep that Red fellow in his 
place.” 

There never has been any an- 
nouncement of how many of the 
big bombers are on order. 

The plane is powered by eight 
powerful Pratt-Whitney turbo- 
jet engines. It has been de- 
scribed by air officials as faster 
than Boeing’s B-47 medium jet 
bomber. The B-47 is a “more 
than 600 mile an hour” per- 
former. 

The B-52 length of 156 feet is 
50 more than the B-47 and the 
wing span of 185 feet is about 
70 feet more.

“Arguments are being ad-

draft treaty.” 

Molotov proposed at Berlin 
in February that the 32 nations 
of Europe — Communist and 
non-Communist—join in a se- 
curity pact that would exclude 
the United States. Western dip- 
lomats protested this would 
leave Russia towering over its 
weaker European neighbors, The 
United States, Britain and 
France rejected the Molotov 
proposal.

EDEN DENOUNCES. 
MOLOTOV TACTICS

He noted Molotov’s propagan- 
da statement—that the United 
States, by establishing bases 
around the world, was subju- 
gating foreign countries and 
preparing another world war. 

“What Molotov called Ameri- 
can bases,” Eden said, “means 
American help to the free world. 
We must watch out for this in- 
sidious propaganda and counter 
it.” . 


“Soviet Russia has, of course, 
no bases in foreign lands,” he 
added ironically, that merely 
occupy these lands, whether it 
be Czechoslovakia, Romania, Po- 
land or Hungary, and lay upon 
them the dread tyranny of Com- 
munist rule.” 

Eden said the main achieve- 
ment of the Berlin conference 
was that the three western pow- 
ers emerged from that ordeal 
more United then when they? 
entered it. 

Eden spoke on the occasion: 
of his election for a year as 
president of the Conservative 
party organization—largely an 
honorary office. 

The tone and spirit of his 
speech again illustrated the wide 
gulf between Eden and Prime 
Minister Churchill in their atti- 
tude toward Russia. Eden 
clearly expects nothing but harm 
and trouble at the April 26 con- 
ference at Geneva on Korea 
and Indochina. 

Churchill as disclosed by his 
address in Commons Feb. 235, 
still thinks he can come to terms 
or strike some kind of bargain 
With Stalih’s successors in the

Run Down Inheritance May Pay, 
After All, Titled Farmer F inds| 


Marylander Left Scottish Baronetcy Says} 
Old Mansion Is Usable, Money 
Worries Are Over. 


NEWTON STEWART, Scot- 
land, March 19 (UP)—Sir Adrian 
Dunbar, thé Maryland farmer 
who inherited one of the oldest 


Scottish baronetcies, said today 
there might be a good-sized pot 
of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow after all. 

Since his arrival in Britain 
last November Sir Adrian has 
been trying to find out exactly 
what he inherited besides a 
derelict 40-room mansion, a title 
and 15 farms whose revenue 
largely has been plowed back 
into upkeep. 

It was a long, hard winter for 
Dunbar. He and his wife spent 
it in very modest furnished 
rooms in Edinburgh while he 
consulted with lawyers. 

Today, however, he bought 
drinks at the bar of the Gallo- 
way Arms Hotel and paid for 
them from a roll of notes—in 
sharp contrast to his last visit 
in November when his tenants 
reversed the usual procedure 
and gave him a dinner because 
of his depleted financial situa- 
tion. 

Dunbar is living at the Grange 


schoolhouse in nearby Kircowan, 
a few hundred yards from the 
main entrance at Mochrum park, 
the estate he inherited from a 
cousin, Sir James Dunbar. 

When he first saw the grey- 
stone mansion, its sagging floors | 
crumbling with dry rot, he was 
doubtful it could ever again be 
used. Now he thinks that one 
of the wings might be made /| 
habitable. 

“I now have two legal firms 
handling my business,” he said, 
“and I believe that even after 
two lots of death duties are de- 
ducted the trust funds of the 
estate will still amount to a 
considerable sum. 

“There should be no financial 
worries if the information I am 
already in possession of is cor- 
rect.” 

Dunbar said he would prob- 
ably live for a while in a farm-| 
house on Barrachan, one of the) 
farms of his estate. His two sons 
are with the American forces 
in Germany and are trying to 
get leave to visit him. 

“When they arrive,” he said, 


“we'll see about the possibility 
of restoring one of the wings.”

Let me illustrate. In his re- 
cent radio-telecast Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon stated that he would 
explain “what this new policy 
is” and “how it differs from the 
old.” He said: 

“Rather than let the Commu- 
nists nibble us to death all over 
the world in little wars, we 
would rely in the future primar- 
fly on our massive mobile re- 
taliatory power which we could 
use in our discretion against the 
major source of n at 
times and places that we 
chose.” 


Thus Nixon is saying that the 
“new look” represents new pol- 
icy and that its key characteris- 
tic is massive retaliation upon 
the major enemy. 

The opposite of what Nixon 
said about the “new look” is 
nearer the truth. The Admiinis- 
tration’s military policy is not 
new, is not revolutionary, repre- 
sents no significant break with 
previous military planning. 

Its key characteristic: is not 
“massive retaliation,” at least 
not in the view of Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, who said

The President himself began 
to set the record straight in his 
latest press conference. He said 
there was no one-weapon reli- 
ance at all in the Government's 
refense strategy. He said that to 
call the “new look” “revolution- 
ary” is not true. He said that we 
must have the “capacity” of mas- 
sive retaliation as a deterrent 
but that we must be flexible 
enough to deal with limited ag- 

ons and not assume that 
every aggression would be turn- 
ed into a world war.

Doctor From Pakistan, Now Doing Cancer Research at Washington U., Aided Fighters in Kashmir — 


By William K. Wyant Jr. 


N the hills of Kashmir in 


for control of that still-contested 
area, a mysterious “Colonel Ta- 
hir” appeared out of nowhere to 
organize medical support for the 
Moslems, - 

Now, high in the aseptic test- 
tube world of Washington Uni- 
versity’s Wernse Laboratory of 
Cancer Research, that same 
man—white-coated Dr. Moham- 
ad Hafeez Toosy of Pakistan— 
slaves devotedly with white 
mice and radioactive strontium 
90 


“They had no doctors, no san- 
itation—they were taking bul- 
lets out with their teeth,” Dr. 
Toosy recalls of his unofficial 
tour of duty in Kashmir. He 
remedied the situation with a 
characteristic driving intensity 
that also has gotten results at 
Washington University. 


Before he returns to the Far 
East next month, Dr. Toosy will 
report to the American Associ- 
ation of Cancer Research find- 
ings which Dr, Edmund V. Cow- 
dry, laboratery director, has de- 
scribed as “exciting.” Even 
more exciting to the layman, 
probably, are the Pakistani visi- 
tor’s past adventures. 


Dr. Toosy, a heavy-set, ath- 
letic man of 45, was born at 
Amritsar, the son of Abdul Rah- 
man Toosy, a well-to-do mer- 
chant dealing in woolen shawls 
and rugs. The family had come 
originally from Toos in Khoras- 
san, an area of Persia much 
ravaged by the wild Uzbegs and 
now a part of the Soviet Union. 

“The name Toosy means from 
Toos, just as St. Louisan means 
a person from St. Louis,” Dr. 
Toosy, now dean of Nishtar 
Medical College in the Punjab, 


‘ explained. His forefathers left 


Persia late in the Sixteenth 
Century because of Russian dom- 
ination, he said, and crossed over 
the lofty passes into Kashmir. 
They moved to Amritsar about 
100 years ago, leaving Kashmir 
after the British sold it to a 
Hindu prince for 75,000,000 
rupees. 

That sale’ still rankles in Dr. 
Toosy’s breast. He pointed out 
that Kashmir, then as now pre- 
dominantly Moslem, went for a 
paltry $25,000,000. “A small 
price,” he said, “for a_ lovely 
country three times the size of 
Switzerland. It worked out at 
about $2 a man.” | 

When Dr. Toosy was a boy, 
dreaming of the great Mogul 
conquerors of India, his father 
was wounded in the notorious 
Amritsar massacre of 1919. On 
this occasion, some 6000 to 
12,000 Hindus and Moslems gath- 
ered in the Jallian Wala Bagh, 
a five-acre square surrounded 
by high brick walls. There had 
been unrest. The assembly, to 
hear speeches, was in défiance 
of British orders. 

Gen. Reginald Myer marched 
50 soldiers into the square and 
ordered them to open fire. 
When the troops marched out 
10 minutes later, several hun- 
dred persons were down, dead

hit in the left thumb, concealed 
himself under the pile. The 
family thought at first he had 
been killed. 


“He was very political,” the 
doctor recalled proudly.

HE son attended King Ed- 
ward Medical College at La- 


hore, was graduated in 1933, 


and entered India’s medical 
civil service for a career that 
began quietly enough. With the 
partition of India in 1947, how- 
ever, Amritsar, a religious cen- 
ter for the warlike Hindu Sikhs, 
ae on the Indian side of the 
ine. 

Dr. Toosy, his wife and their 
five children were caught in the 
incredibly difficult transmigra- 
ticn of peoples which attended 
partition. Amid riots and blood- 
shed, 6,000,000 Moslems made. 
their way to Pakistan while 5,- 
000,000 Sikhs and Hindus 
crossed from Pakistan to India. 


The Punjab, split in two, suf- 
fered half a million casualties. 

It was only 35 miles from 
Amristar to Lahore, and the 
border between the two was 
only 16 miles away. Leaving his 
home and property worth $100,- 
000, Dr. Toosy and 5000 others 
of his faith made a slow with- 
drawal, fighting as necessary. 
The 16-mile trek took them six 
months. 

Thus shorn of his worldly 
goods, Dr. Toosy became chief 
medical officer at Walton Camp 
in Lahore, where 200,000 Mos- 
lem refugees were sheltered at 
one time. He was appointed pro- 
vincial medical officer, and he 
orgartized 15 cramp hospitals to 
receive the endless am of 
wretched folk as they reached 
sanctuary. 

“Some had been stoned,” Dr. 
Toosy said. “Many were wound- 
ed, They were 10 days hungry. 
They had been without water, 
and people had put ground 
glass in bread and given it to

A ‘Monument’ and ‘Admonition.’ 

ERE are two words which 
H one would surely not expect 

to be related:. “monument” 
and “admonition.” A monument 
is something which stands as a 
remembrance, a tangible me- 
morial. 

Rhetorically, of course, the 
word is used even of intangibles 
as, “Her good works are a mon- 
ument to a life well spent.” But 
commonly a monument is a 
statue, a pillar, an edifice erect- 
ed in someone’s memory. 

How comes this into the fam- 
ily of “admonish,” which means 
to reprove, or at least to counsel 
in the sense of exhorting to 
right action? It occurs as fol- 
lows: 

“Admonish” goes back to the 
Latin “admonere,” which is 
composed of the prefix with 
“monere,” to warn, and means 
to warn, and also to remind. It 
is in this last sense that we find 
the connection with “monu- 
ment,” which is another deriva- 
tive from “monere.” It is out of 
“monere,” signifying to remind, 
that we have “monumentum” 
and monument.

Another 
time hostile infantry ambushed 
his jeep. His driver dead, he 
spent the rest of the night un- 
der the riddled vehicle. 

With the help of Sir Francis 
Moody, British governor of the 
Punjab, Dr. Toosy managed to 
get the Red Cross to take over 
four base hospitals in April, 1948. 
That eliminated the hazard of 
enemy bombing, and enabled 
him to concentrate on aid sta- 
tions at the front. 

Kashmir’s fate remains a 
tough problem for the United 
Nations. For a persuasive and 
eloquent statement of Pakistan’s 
claim, it would be hard to beat 
Dr. Toosy’s two-hour disserta- 
tion on the subject. His brief 
starts in the Eighth Century and 
really warms up in the Sixteenth, 
when the first Mogul swooped 
down from Persia. 

Pakistan sent Dr. Toosy to 
the United States in the late 
1940s to make a survey of medi- 
cal education. He made his 
headquarters at Washington Uni- 
versity, where he took a Ph.D. in 
cytology and embryology. Last 
August he returned for cancer 
research under Dr. Cowdry, 
who is deeply concerned with 
medical problems of the Indian 
subcontinent. 

Dr. Toosy has discovered that 
mice which have received in- 
jections of certain hormones 
ean be exposed to heavy radia- 
tion doses without developing 
ulcers. If all goes well, he will 
continue his experiments in 
Pakistan. It will cost $50 to air- 
ship his white mice, another $50 
to ship their food, and an ad- 
ditional $450 for an air-condi- 
tioner to keep the animals at 75 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

One thing that amazes Dr. 
Toosy is that when he starts for 
home next month, along with his 
airborne mice, the trip across 
half the globe will take only 
48 hours. 

“With the world that small,” 
he said, “it is obvious there 
must be brotherhood and peace.”

N A purely material sense it 
doesn’t matter HOW a con- 
tract is lost—the losing side, 


. has to give up the same number 


of points. But in (shall we say?) 
an artistic sense, it mattérs a 
great deal whether the declarer 
had made an unfortunate guess, 
or a slight error of calculation, 
or some inexcusable “bull.” 

Take the following very typl- 
cal case for example. The rock- 
ribbed, guaranteed line of play 
is so simple that it fairly shouts 
for recognition, but—and here 
is the rub—one could get rich 
by wagering that if this hand 
came up at a million bridge 
tables, something like 990,000 
declarers would bite the dust— 
just as South did below. 

South, dealer.

West, hoping to find his part- 
ner void of spades, decided to 
lead that suit, and as a decep- 
tive measure selected the deuce 
rather than his fourth-highest 
card. 

Whether South fell for this 
bit of deception, taking it for 
granted that the deuce was from 
a four-card suit, or whether he 
would have gone wrong in any 
event, will never be known, but 
the fact is that after smothering 
East's spade queen, South confi- 
dently laid down the spade king, 
preparing to ruff his low spades 
~— only to have the roof fall on 
him. East got there first by 
ruffing the spade king, and from 
that point on South might as 
well have surrendered. He could 
ruff only one of his low spades, 
with the diamond king — East 
would over-ruff the diamond 
three—and there was no other 
place for parking a spade loser. 

I have no wish to insult read- 
ers, but just in case the 100 per 
cent safety play is not apparent, 
perhaps I had better say that 
South should have led a low 
spade at Trick 2. Then, after 
giving up that quite unimportant 
trick, it would be rather easy to 
control any return and ruff the 
other low spade with the dia- 
mond king, keeping the spade 
king for safe cashing after the 
trumps were drawn.
